LONDON, Eng., June 27.—The
circular issued from the offices
of the National Heaith Insur-
Ance Commisgion with reference
to the position of golf caddies
undeér the insurance act has
aroused indignation ameng golf-

_ ers in all parts of the country.

The circular calls the atten-
tion of golf clubs to the fact
that under part I of the insur-
ance act all golf caddies af the
age of 16 and upward, if engaged
or pald through the club, must
be insured, éven though they
are casually employed, and the
club is to be deemed to be the
employer.

This means” that golf clubs
will have to pay threepence a
week for every caddle employ-
ed, and that the eaddie will have
.fourpence a week deducted from
his wages,

"Phegom” John Smith had the
gpportunity to sell “Matty” to the New
York Nationals or to the Philadelphia
¢lub and he gave “Matty” his choice.
“Matty” declared for the Giants, be-
cause he believed there was greater op-
portunity, and he became a big league
pitelier when he was just 19 vears old.
The brilliant work he has done since
1900 is a matter of vivid recollection
to every fan.

While “Matty” got a bad start In
1900, subsequent seasons brought his
average up to a remarkable point.” Out
of 421 games which he has pitched in
National League fights, he scored 289
victories and defeats. In twelve
vears his average has been 68 per
cent.. and when it issrecalled that his
first three vears involved winning with
a team that was then a tailender, his
record becomes the more appreciated.
